'Hie 
land-based planes were on the alert 
and went out to m eet the enemy. 
Tile naval aviators w ith their dive 
bombing planes made a powerful 
force.

planes so th at the net result was 
not merely the beating off of the 
Japanese attack but a severe crush­ 
ing of enemy units.
